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SHOULD BE BUILT 


Mayor Armstrong Believes Geor- 
gian Bay Waterway Would 
Prove of Benefit 


(Mayor Armstrong will give the 
weight iof his support at the council 
mecung tomorrow evening, to a reso- 
Intion submitted iby the Canadian 
Federation of Boards of Trade and 
Municipalities, calling wpon the Do- 
minion government to undertake at an 
early date isthe construction of the 
proposed Georgian Bay Canal. A com- 
munication was received from the fed- 
erated bewrds this morning asking the 
city’s endorsement iof ithe proposai, 
and Mayor Armstrong ‘believes that 
the proposal should have whe support 
of every municipality not only in the 
east, ‘but in the svest as well. 

“At whe present time,” said this wor- 
ship this morning, “an enormous 
quantity of, the produce of the west 
finds its way ito the world’s markets 
by the dake iboats, und ithe imponted 
goods also come largely tby this 
route.

DISCUSS INVESTMENT OF 
CITY'S SINKING FUND 


Mayor of Winnipeg Thinks Best 
Scheme Is to Purchase City’s Se- 
curities in Open Market 


The question of investment of the 
city’s sinking funds is engaging the 
wtitention of ithe commissioners, and 
this morning Mayor Armstrong. re- 
ceived a reply from Mayor Tivans of 
Winnipeg in response ito a request 
for information as ‘to the policy pur 
sued iby that city. This will be broughe 
before tthe council for considenation. 

In Winnipeg, Mayor Evans states, 
the sinking fund is administered by a 
board of three members. Of these 
timo are appointed by tthe court of 
the King’s tbench, or any judge of 
that court,/while ithe third is nomi- 
nated iby ‘the city council, They are 
given the right to invest in any secu- 
rities at their discration, subject to a 
few restrictions. 

The best use of the sinking funds, 
acoording to Mayor Evans, is the 
purchase of the city’s iown securities 
ow the open market. 

iEdmoniton’s sinking funds at the 
present time anvount to $85,000. The 
conunissioners ‘have power to invest 
sinking fund monies in government 
securities, in municipal or school ce- 
bentures, local improvement deben- 
tures, or in any first mortgages to an 
amoun: mot exceeding one hati of 
the sworn valuation of an independent 
appraiser. They may use the funcs 
to an amount not exceeding the sev- 
enty-five ner cent. of he estimated 
amount of ithe municipal taxes to be 
levied iby the general rate of the cur- 
rent year, :

United States Interests Fighting 
for Control of Canada’s 
Pulpwood 


Toronto, Jan. 16.—A_ special from 
Washington to the Telegram this 
morning says: Canadian 
is what the United States wants. The 
United States negotiafors are out to 
get the pulpwood of Canada and es- 
pecially of Quebec if by any means 
vz can be got. 

Vhe Canadian manufacturer 
the United States market from which 
the Washington people have barred 
him in favor of manufacturers in Ger- 
many and Scandanaviania and he 
wants his own government to ham- 
mer down the duty on the broken 
marble imported for use in the manu- 
facture of sulphite. 

‘That is part of the difficulty out of 
which the negotiators are trying to 
find a way. Soreno Payne author of 
the first version of the Payne Aldrich 
tariff says that the pulp duties were 
reduced elevn per cent. The men who 
are using up four thousand. tons of 
print paper a day in-the United States 
refuse to believe it. They are clamor- 
ing for the 180 tons per day making 
half the Canadian export supply 
which is divented from its logical mar- 
ket by the $3.75 per ton duty Taft, 
Knox, and company would like to in- 
crease the United States paper sup- 
ply but not by importing from Can- 
ada, Unrestricted access to the pulp- 
wood resources of Canada would suit 
them far better. They dislike the idea 
of United Skates capital being forced 
into Canada. 

The Canadian ministers are now 
secking to steer the negotiations away 
fom the pulpwood question, but the 
same difficulties in grater or lesser de- 
gree are encountered elsewhere, Can- 
ada having litle to gain and much to 
lose. The impression still maintains 
in Washington that the negotiations 
will result in an agreement involving 
on very radical changes and that even 
an agreement of this: sort may never 
go into effect. An agreement which 
will not hurt the Canadian manufact- 
urer as Sir Wilfrid Laurier has pro- 
mised and will not impair the British 
preference as Sir Wilfrid Laurier has 
also promised and wil not involve the 
sacrificing of Canada’s natural re- 
sources. It is not ‘the sort of an 
agreement that the United States 
wants. Some agreement however, the 
Canadian ministers seem determincd 
to make even at a sacrifice.

SURVEYOR’S BODY 1S 
BROUGHT TO THE CITY 


Remains of Henry Selby, Drowned in 
Athabaska Last Summer, Will 
Be Sent East for Burial 


The body of Henry Selby, Dominion 
land surveyor, who perished in the 
Athabasca river near Fort McMurray 
last summer, has been brought into the 
city, and is at the underiaking parlors 
of Andrews and Sons. The body will 
be supped to Toronto, where the un- 
fortrnate surveyor’s family resides. 

Henry Selby was one of the most 
popular and best known surveyors do- 
ing work in the west. He had worked 
in Westeran Canada for years, most- 
ly out of Edmonton, and had) many 
friends in the city. 

When he met his death he was re- 
turning from = surveying — squacters’ 
claims at Fort McMurray. His re- 
ports and recommendations, on the 
claims, which are necessary to the gov- 
ernment before any of the claims are 
settled, had never been completed, 
therefore it will probably be necessary 
to make another survey of the claims, 

Selby had been ordered to Fort Mc- 
Murray to make a survey of the squat- 
ter’s claims, in view of the fact that 
some claims had been said to be jump- 
ed. Many claims had been located fol- 
lowing the annunocement of the pro- 
posed Geat Waterways railway to Mc- 
Murray, and it was for the purpose of 
making surveys to settle these claims 
that Selby went north. 

It had been Selby’s intention when 
he returned from this, his-last trip to 
the north, to take ‘his family out to 
Victoria, and retire from the practice 
of his profession. 

Selby met his death by failing down 
the steep bank of the Athabasca and 
being swept through the Grand Rap- 
ids. His body was not recovered for 
some months afterwards.

north. When that feat has been ac- 


complished it will never be necessary 
to repeat it, but much exploration will 
be required before the Antarctic con- 
tinent can be definitely outlined and 
charted. 

Members of the Royal Geographica! 
society are discussing the expediency 
of folowing up the discovery of the 
South Pole when it is made with a 
systematic survey of the outer coast, 
of which islated patches have ben 
sighted here and there. Sir Ernest 
Shacketon is intensely interested in 
this proposal and will volunteer for 
the leadship of an expedition if ade- 
quate funds can be raised for it. 

What is now proposed is an expe- 
dition with two ships which will fol- 
low the ice barrier all the way around, 
forcing it at three or four points so as 
to leave landing parties at widely sep- 
arated stations and linking togethcr 
the discoveries made by the various 
explorers, German, French, Ameri- 
can and British, 

The Cost of the expedition equip- 
ped for two or three years would ex- 
ceed $600,000, and a Ibberal grant from 
parliament would be necessary. 

It is also suggested by enthusiasis 
in Polar research that the co-oper- 
ation of the French and German gov- 
ernments may be secured for complet- 
ing the work of Chacrot and Gauss, 
and that Shackleton’s line of oper- 
ations can be restricted to whe section 
of the coast, between Victoria Land 


and Enderby Land, with two land 
stations.

Star Pugilists. Are Spoiling the 
Game By Demanding too 
Much 


Jack Johnson's declaration that he 


will fight any man cn the world pr: 


vided he receives $30,009, win, lose er 


draw is another iHlustratron of the 


unsportsmanlike policy adopted by 


numerous star pugilists. Years ago 
ring champions always showed a wil!l- 
ingness to) fight for the winner’s and 
loser’s end of the money, the battle 
between Corbett and Sulivan in 1892, 
for that matter, betng governed by a 
“winner take all” agreement. Cor- 
bawt, therefore, drawing down the full 
amount of the $25,000 purse and Sulli- 
$10,000 side bet. 


Robert Fitzsimmons, 


van's 
who won the 
heavyweight championship from Cor- 
bett, was the first pugilist to insist 
upon big money guarantee regardless 
of results. When he agreed to take 
Jefizies on for the tith a Coney Is- 
land on June 9, 1899, Fazstmmons, 
then managed by Martin Juban, in- 
sisted upon 60 per cent of the entire 
purse, win, lose or draw. W. A. 
Brady, Jeff's mentor, was compelled 
to accept the ultimatum or go without 
the fight, so that aluhough the Corn- 
idshman was knocked out, he got the 
lion's share of the spoils. Fizsimmons 
therefore established a precedem 
Which prompted other fighters to 
make similar demands. Battling Nel- 
son, for instance, wouldn't fight the 
late Joe Gans, at Goldfield, untess he 
received $23,000. He got the sum 
even though he was beatenon a foul, 
while Gans’ share of the money was 
$10,000. Nelson also demanded and 
received $12,000 for fighting Ad. Wol- 
gast last February, and although the 
latter won in forty rounds he had to 
be satisfied wath less than $4,000. 

Wolgast now insists that he must 
have $12,500 or even more if he agrees 
to mect Owen Meran far the world’s 
lightweight title, and this -frtends say 
he cannot be blamed for following the 
example sat by Nelson. Tommy 
Burns refused to fight Johnson in 
Australia unless he drew down $30,- 
000, and when the negro beat him the 
witinings amounted to a trifle more 
than $3,000. Until Burns was trim- 
med by Johnson he refused to fight 
anybody unless he got a big guaran- 
tee, and in that way he amassed a 
fortune of nearly $200,000.

A LAWN MOWER FOR PONDS 


A new boat for cutting down aqua- 
tic weeds has recently been invented 
by a Frenchman, Amoit. This boat 
is driven by motor force and isimtend- 


ed for cutting down the weeds that 
grow in small rivers, camals and 
ponds. 

This boat is flat-bottomed and ‘s 


made of iron, [tis six yards long and 


four and one-half fect wide. In the 
centre of the boat is oa motor which, 
by means of a belt drives a paddle 
wheel placed in the front of the boa: 
The motor then operates two saw- 
like instruments whichare mounted at 
the back, 


The boat is supplied with a singie 
cylinder cight-horse motor. 
Calculated at thirty revolut ions a min 
ute the practical speed the boat is 
about two and one-half miles per hour 
after deduction has been made for lost 
time in passing under bridges, ete.

TURKISH BATH 


A Victim’s Story of the Real 
Thing in Its Native 
Land 


The tourist who wanders about 


Stamboul will from time to time come 
on domed buildings of all sizes which 
might be taken for mosques but that 
they seem to have no fountains and 
no minarets. From some place such as 
the terrace of the mosque of Sultan 
Sulayman, where their roofs may be 
overlooked, wall be seen that the 
low domes are often of a peculair sal- 
mon pink color and always covered 
with glass bulls-eyes. hse are tne 
real Turkish baths. 

Quite apart from the 
wash before prayer, Islam, which con- 
siders cleanliness not so much next 
to godliness as a part of godliness it- 
self, ordains a periodical scrub all 
over, Andithe Turk, unlike the sod- 
den west, never sits in hot water, but 
prefers a hot room,.a tap an da basin 
as a minimum and a shampooer anda 
flesh glove if he can afford such lux-

uries. 

One enters, as in the west, into the 
cooling room, generally a high domed 
room with many galleries around, 
marble floor and a fountain, and be- 
fore going ‘toa private room or, if the

theeless slippers. Watch and valu- 
ables may be left under the care of the 
cooling room attendant, who superin- 
tends the process of undressing, winds 
a loin coth around one and tirows a 
primrose towel over one’s shoulders. 
Before crossing the floor of the cooi- 
ing rcom the slippers are again ¢ex- 
changed for wooden clogs, wherein 
the novice walks like Agag, delicately, 
in fear of a fall, till he learns to imi- 
tate the speed of the bath men by 
abandoning all attempts to walk and 
executing a fast shuffle. 

The other hot room, at about the 
temperature of an English shampoo- 
ing room, is a very secondary affair.

¢37,000— Property Assessed 
Four Years Ago at $80,000 


Strathcona, Jan. 16.—Saturday  at- 
ternoon the deal was compleced by 
which the city becomes owner of the 
exceptionally well situated park pro- 
perty twently acres in extent, six 
blocks south of Whyte avenue on 
The option taken on the 
property three months ago by ex- 
Mayor Duggan and the council of 
1910 expired the 14th of this 
month and, since the expenditure was 
authorized in no uncertain fashion b; 
the ratepayers in ‘the recent civic 
elections, Mayor Davies and the new 
council made it their first business to 
see that provisions were carried out for 
the purchase on the date named. 

The park now owned by the city 
has for years been the property of the 
Strathcona. Industrial Exhibition 
sociation, Ltd. It was the directorate 
of this association which tendered the 
council of 1910 an option on the prc- 
erty at a price of $35,000 with accrued

taxes. Saturday morning ‘the direct- 
ors met and agreed to abide by the 


terms of the option providing the 
money was delivered at the stated 
time. The agreement was closed later 
in the day and signed by Mayor Da- 
vies and Secretary-treasurer Cox for 
the city and by President Richards 
and Secretary Baines for the assoc- 
iation. 
Park Purposes Only. 

Under the provisions of this con- 
tract the municipality is to maintain 
the property for no other purpose 
shan a park and if at any future time 
it is considered advisabe to dispose 
of the land a similar area for park 
purposes must be purchased some- 
where within easy distance from the 
main section of the city and south of 
Whyte avenue. The purchase price 
amounts to about $37,000, there being 
32,000 arrears in taxes. This sum was 
borrowed in a temporary loan from 
the bank unti such a time as the de- 
bentures authorized are sold. Four 
years ago the property was assessei 
at $80,000 and at sub-division prices is 
estimated to be worth that sum at 
the present time. 

The Exhibition association is 
composed of forty-one shareholders 
and these hold the one ‘thousand 
shares of the original issue. As soime 
of these shares were purchased at 
comparatively low prices there are a 
number of the members who realize a 
handsome profit from the transaction, 
A meeting of the shareholders is to be 


now 


held on January 24th at which the 
noney will be paid over. It is thought 
that the association will continue and 


there is already talk of holding a big 
day of sports in the city on July ast 
next, 

The agricultural grounds, as the 
park has been known, will be an asset 
to which the city may point with 
pride. In the twenty acres there is an 
admirable athletic field and a half 
mile race course which with little re- 
pairing will be one of the best in the 
district. A board fence surrounds the 
entire park and there are a few good 
buildings located on the grounds 
which with additions and improve- 
munis can be made very serviceable for 
recreation purposes. Witn tne sirest 
railway extension on Main street south 
which will undoubtedly be made be- 
fore many seasons the park should be- 


come the most popular picnic and 
sports grounds in ithe Twin Cities.
